Marshal Myer Hops Onto a Snngr Theft 
This Afternoon. 


liOMDON, Aug. 19.—The Inman line 
steamer "City of Montreal" was de- 
stroyed by fire at sea. 
Her passengers 
were saved. 
She left New York August 
for Liiverpool and was commanded by 
Captain Land. 
News of the 
bnming 
was learned npon the arrival at Qaeens- 
towu this morning of the British steamer 
••York City," Captain Benn in charge, 
which left Baltimore Aiigast 4 for Lou- 
don. 
This steamer resoaed the paBsen- 
gers and crew from the borning vessel 
and brought them to Qneenstown. 
It 
learned that thirteen persons per- 
i s h ^ . 
The destmotion occurred on the 
11th and a boat containing six passen- 
gers and seven of the crew are missing. 
The occupants of this boat are the thir- 
teen passengers reported to have per- 
ished. 
She had 420 passengers aboard. 


The p a s s e n g ^ and crew of the "City 
of Montreal" were taken off the "York 
City" by the big "Mount Etna" and 
landed 
at Queenstown. 
All 
are 
counted for except the thirteen persons 
in the missing boat. 
It is learned that 
shortly after the passengers had retired 
on the night of the 10th, the ship being 
in latitude 43 north, at that time, they 
were aroused by the alarm of fire. A 
scene oí consternation ensued and the 
passengers were greatly terrified when 
they found out the true state of affairs. 
The smoke caused by the fire was suffo- 
cating. 
The passengers dressed and got 
on deck as quickly as possible and with 
but little appearance of a panic. 
The 
tire originated in the cotton stored in 
the after main hold. 
Nine streams of 
water were soon working on the flames 
and the course of the vessel shaped to- 
wards Newfoundland, 400 miles away. 


The distant flumes spread with great 
rapidity and soon had burst out with 
terrific force through the midway and 
after hatches, the heat being intense, 
becoming evident that it was impossible 
to save the ship as a momentary panic 
ensued. 
The 
boats 
were 
quickly 
lowered and the passengers got into 
them. 
The boats soon scattered and 
one t ntirely vanished. 
This contained 
two stewards, two seamen and seven 
passengers and there is but little doubt 
that the boat load have perished. 
A 
bark was sighted shortly after the boats 
left the steamer and her crew were pre- 
paring to pick up the survivors when 
the steamer York City, attracted by the 
flames from the buming vessel, which 
were shooting up a hundred feet in the 
air, bore down and with difficulty took 
all on boar«'. 
The rescued people were 
treeted with the utmost kindness by the 
captain and crew of the York City.

ton, to induce the Indians to give up 
their lands east of the Mississippi for 
other lands west of that river. The 
commissioners to negotiate the treaty 
were ei>Govsmor Jennings, Hon. John 
W. Davis, Marks Grume, of ILinois, 
and David Hoover, of Kosciusko county. 
The Indian spokesmen were flat Belly, a 
Pottawotamie, residing in what is now 
Kosciusko county, John B. Bichardville, 
the famous Nation Chief of the Miamis, 
and Ohappeen, a noted Miami village 
chief, 


The council was in session several 
days, and a determined effort was made 
upon the part of the government to in- 
duce the Indians to give up their landsj 
the government agreeing to feed and 
clothe them uutU they could provide 
for themselves in their new location, 
and under 
certain 
oironmBtances to 
pay an annual 
annuity for twenty 
years. 


The answer of the Indians to the 
proposition of the commissioners was a 
decided refusal. They were not willing 
to leave their homes and go to a strange 
country.

THE statement for Indiana on the con- 
dition of crops for August is summarized 
by the department of agriculture. The 
favorable condition of the crops at the 
beginning of July has been chang^ed by 
severe drought. 
The area thus affected 
comi/rises the entire state, yet some por- 
tions, by reason of situation, are less 
affected—that is the low lands of the 
northern part of the state and the river 
bottoms, on which the condition of corn 
remains comparatively high. 
The ele- 
vated lands in the south central part of 
the state are suffering to a degree of 
total failure for com, potatoes and pas- 
ture, being burned to a premature ripe- 
ness. 
Lawrence county has had no rain 
to benefit crops for eleven weeks, and 
Shelby county has had no rain for eight 
weeks. 
Other connties within this belt 
have also snffered in like 
manner. 
Farmers in many places are feeding cat- 
tle with the dronght-bnmt fodder. Late 
planted potatoes are a total failure, and 
early potatoes, in addition to the dam- 
age by extreme heat and drought, have 
also been seriously injured by bugs. 
The oats crop was harvested in good 
condition, and the quality is high. 
Grapes continue to maintain fair condi- 
tion. 
There are no reports of rot or in- 
jury by insects this month. 
There were 
less tons of hay made this harvest than 
in 1886, but the average condition was 
better as to quality.

to you now." Governor Jennings de- 
clining to accept this decision as final, 
spoke again, adroitly urging the origi- 
nal proposition and intimating to the 
Indians that things would be inade very 
uncomfortable for them if they remained 
where/ they were. 
He said: Your Great 
Father wishes to open a big ditch 
through your country. 
He will send 
many whites here ^to do it. Bome of 
them may be bad men and give you 
much trouble. 
The white men will not 
be sent here to do yon evU, but ' if some 
of them are bad men your Great Father 
cannot help it." The "big ditch" re- 
ferred to was the Wabash & Erie canal. 
Several speeches were also made by 
Hon. John W. Davis for the commis- 
sioners and by Richardville for the In- 
dians. 
The commissioners urged their 
proposition with all the force and adroit- 
ness they could command, but they 
were met and parried at every point by 
Bichardville, who, firm as a rock, finally 
said: 


My Father, this is impossible. You 
see where the sun is. It is useless to 
put.off the evil day until to morrow; we 
can answer you now. We know the 
value-of oar soil as well as tbe white man 
can toll UB. Here the Great Spirit has 
pitched our homes. 
Here are otur corn 
fields and our cabins. 
From this soil 
and these forests we derive our sub- 
stance, and here we will live and die. I 
repeat, we will not sell an inch of our 
lands. 
Our answer is already given. 
Expect no other. 
It is useless to talk on 
that subject further. Father, you^now 
what we have decided upon; your chil- 
want their annuities. 
They wish to go 
home, and so do I; my wife wishes to see 
me. 


This practically ended the council. 
Though the proceedings were in good 
spirit, nothing was accomplished. The 
report of the proceedings, doubtless the 
only one of the kind extant in Indiana, 
gives more of the speeches than we have 
space for, but there was considerable 
repetition, and we have given enough to 
show the spirit. 
The next month, Oct. 
20, 1832, the same commissioners met 
the Pottawotamies at Gamp Tippecanoe, 
near Tippecanoe battle ground, and suc- 
ceeded in making a treaty with them ex- 
tinguishing their title to lands in that 
part of the state. 
Other commissioners 
were appointed to renew the negotiation 
with the Miamis, and their titles were 
finally extinguished by a treaty made at 
Paradise Springs, near Wabash, at a later 
date. It may be added they were shame- 
fully swindled.

Ancient Mining: Operations. 
That mining operations were carried 
on in this country by the Eomana dur- 
ing their occupation there is abundance 
of evidence, but nothing in this direc- 
tion has equaled the discoveries re- 
cently made in connection with the St. 
Domingo mines of Spain. 
These were 
worked by the Komans in what may be 
termed a scientific manner, considering 
their appliances, for in some of them 
they actually excavated galleries for 
draining purposes nearly three miles in 
length, 'while in others the water was 
raised by means of wheels carrying it 
over rooks. 
Eight of these have re- 
cently been found by the miners who 
are employed in contiguous workings in 
these old mines and all in a high state 
of preservation. 
They are made of 
wood, the wheels and axles, where the 
greatest strain would be, being of oak 
and the other parts of pine. 
It is esti- 
mated that the wheels are at least 1,500 
years old, although the wood is in a 
perfect state of preservation, owing to 
the "water being discharged with me- 
tallic salts, including those of copper 
and iron. I t would appear that the 
wheels must have been worked by men 
on the toead-mill principle by standing 
upon oiite side of it, the water being 
raised by one wheel into a large basin, 
and then lifted another stage by a 
second one, and then in the same way 
by the others. 
Not the least interest- 
ing matter in connection with the dis- 
covery is the state in which the wood 
was found. 
When wood is placed in 
water, or near to it, the decay is rather 
rapid, but there are means by which it 
can be kept for ages in a good state of 
preservation, as shown in the case of 
the St. Domingo mines. Some metallic 
refuse is fotmd even now efBcient for 
the purpose. 
Kyanising has long been 
in use for preventing fermentation and 
decay, which is done by steeping tbe 
timber in a corrosive sublimate, the 
perehloride of mercury. 
Creosote has 
also been found an excellent preserva- 
tive of timber subjected to the action 
of water. I t may also be said that 
while the Romans knew how to pre- 
serve timber underground, the Greeks 
also knew how to keep it in a good 
state in their buildings. 
This they (?) 
did by charring the timber before plac- 
ing it in position, so that we are told 
the beams of the theater at Hercu- 
laneum were converted into charcoal 
by the burning lava which overflowed 
the city, and after a lapse of more than 
,900 years were found as entire as if 
they had been formed but yesterday. " 
The same property was known even be- 
fore this, as the Temple of Ephesus 
was built on piles charred to prevent 
them from decay. 
The history of the 
past—even in mining it appears after a 
lapse of 1,000 years—may be of advan-^ 
tage to the minors of the present age.— 
London

The gad fly, however, has a distinct 
individuality. It is "fell (Estrns," "the 
maddening fly," "the humming gad 
fly," which, like the critic and author, 
imprints its malicious comments on the 
tender flank." In summer it is of course 
supreme in bovicultural verse:— 
And scorching sunbeams warm and sultry creep. 
Waking the teasing insects from their sleep, 
And dreaded pad flies with their drowsy h u m 
On the burned wings of mid-day zephyrs come. 
Urging each clown to leave his sijorts in fear 
To atop his starting cows that dread the fly, 
Droning unwelcome tidings iu his ear 
That the aweet peace of rural morn's gone by. 


The May fly, always pitied as being 
epliemeral and the prey for fishes, is 
often, and very charmiDgly, noticed as 
"fluttering for a summer's day, upon 
the .glassy bosom of the pool," or 
dancinj^ on tbe stream till the watery 
racer snatches it away," It is a regu- 
larly recurrent feature of spring even- 
ings as the "quick water fly" or "mazy 
insect." 
But, nevertheless, as well as 
the lioets knew it, it is constantly found 
maggot bred, living in courts or on 
pojiular favor, and so forth, "for a day." 
The dragon fly is, curiously enough, a 
great favorite with the poets.—Gentle- 
mans 
liaaaz'me.
